The bandaged fakir appeared to go to 
sleep under the drowsy hum of this incanta- 
tion. He soon became to all appearances 
dead; the blood seemed to leave the extrem- 
ities and his limbs stiffened. His tongue 
was now turned back until it filled the epi- 
glottis ;a few passes were made over his face 
by the aged fakir, his eyes turned up until 
only the whites were visible, the lids were 
shut, and the red, putty-like substance I 
have alluded to was used to close his eyes, 
ears, nostrils, and mouth. 

Dr. Crawiord, of the army, who was pres- 
ent, then made a careful examination of 
the man’s condition, All the usual testa for 
death were applied, a mirror was held over 
his mouth, and to all intents and purposes 
he was pronounced dead. Dr. Crawfor 
weat even to the extent of what might be 
called cruelty, although the subject was un- 
doubtedly unconscious, and stuck a large 
bodkin through the palm of the inan’s hands, 
through the tips of his ears, his cheeks, the 
ends cf his fingers, his thighs, his arms, and 
other parts of his body. No biood came 
from these wounds, but a yellowish ichor 
followed the point of the needle. The mas- 
ter fakirsjtook a coal of glowing charcoal and 
placed it on the upturned palm of his sub- 
ject’s hand. causirg the flesh to sizzle and 
an uupleasant odor to arise, but there was 
no sign of feeling. This condition continued

numbers of them haunt the wilds of North- 
,ern Ontario (especially the north shore of 
| Lake Superior) and portions of Manitoba. 
In british Columbia they abound among the 
mountains, and not infrequently creat herds 
are seen detiling from some canon or moving 
| down some mountain side in tndian file, and 
looking at a distance like a packh-train, 

The best caribou-shooting may be had in 
Newroundland and British Columbia, but 
Quebec and North Ontario yet offer rare 
good sport to those who line roughing it. 

During the winter of ‘S!, says E. W. 
Sandys in Outing, 1 was temporarily locat 
ed ata pointon the magnificent north shore 
ot Lake Superior, my companion being a 
halt-breed hunter who bore a resonant In- 
dian title too long for insertion in these 
pages) When he wanted to travel light he 
bore the name of *'Jo,’ which will answer 
for the present. It was cold up there im the 
icy breath of the Great Inland Nea, but we 
Were snug enough In an old railway con- 
struction log camp, and had fairly yood 
sport with grouse, filling up time attending 
todos lines ot tramps, Between Superior 
and the ‘‘height of land’ isa perfect net- 
work of lakes and streams, large and gmail:

lots for settlers, or other purposes, may be 
homesteaded Ly any person who is sole 
head of a family, or male over eighteen 
years of age, to the extent of one quarter 
secticn of 160 acres, more or less. 

ENTLY, 

Eutry may be made personally at the 
local land office in which the land to be 
taken is situate, cr if the homesteader de- 
sires, he may, on application to the Minister 
of the Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner 
of Dowinion Lands, Win. ipeg, receive 
authority fur aome one to make entry for 
him. A fee of $10 is charged toran ordin 
homestead entry; but for lands which have 
been ocoupied an additional fee of $10 is 
cbargeable to meet inspection and cancella- 
tica éxpepses.
